On  November  12  and  13,  your  editor  went  to  Boston  University’s 
School  of  Public  Relations  as  a  representative  of  the  Johnson  Journal 
in  the  annual  New  England  Scholastic  Press  Association’s  contest  for 
high  school  publications.  As  the  name  implies,  the  contest  was  entered 
by  high  schools  and  prep  schools  from  all  over  New  England  and  ap¬ 
proximately  200  institutions  were  represented. 

The  two-day  convention  included  panel  discussions,  open  forums, 
noted  speakers  in  the  field  of  journalism,  seminars  in  editorial  writing, 
sports  writing,  offset  printing,  feature  writing,  news  stories  and  “The 
Editor’s  Job,”  all  of  which  were  conducted  by  professors  from  the 
faculty  of  Boston  University. 

The  highlight  of  the  conference,  of  course,  was  the  judging  of  the 
publications.  Competition  was  keen,  and  outstanding  journalists  had  a 
tough  job  choosing  award-winning  magazines;  however,  when  the 
results  were  given  at  the  luncheon  on  November  13,  the  J ohnson  J ournal 
was  included  among  the  four  magazines  awarded  certificates  for  excel¬ 
lence  in  editorials  and  general  make-up. 

It  must  not  be  misunderstood  that  this  is  not  the  first  time  that  our 
magazine  has  won  such  awards  and,  with  the  continuing  good  work  of 
our  staff,  we  hope  it  won’t  be  the  last.

“POP'S”  LAST  FIGHT 

Few  people  know  the  story  back  of  an  obscure  item  in  the  Oct.  11, 
1926,  edition  of  the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch,  under  “Deaths.”  At  first 
glance  it  appeared  to  be  the  usual,  simple  notice  that  announces  such 
occasions.  But  to  people  who  knew  the  person  in  question  it  was  quite 
different,  for  that  small  notice  didn’t  tell  the  story  behind  his  death  and 
his  courage  and  steadfastness  in  the  last  hours.  All  it  said  was  as  follows : 

“Hughson,  Andrew.  Died  Oct.  10.  Leaves  his  wife,  Marguerite;  son 
Phillip;  and  daughter,  Priscilla.  Funeral  services  will  be  held  Oct.  13, 
in  the  Second  Congregational  Church  of  St.  Louis.  Relatives  and  friends 
invited.  Late  member  of  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals’  ball  club.” 

Andrew  “Pop”  Hughson  had  been,  as  the  paper  said,  a  member  of  the 
St.  Louis  Cardinals.  A  pitcher,  to  be  exact.  One  of  his  teammates 
related  this  story  to  me,  and  I  shall  never  forget  it  as  long  as  I  live,  for 
“Pop”  was  the  symbol  of  baseball  to  all,  from  the  sandlot  kid  to  the 
“ten-year”  man.  And  all  who  knew  him  felt  that  he  died  in  a  fitting 
manner,  upholding  the  code  of  American  sportsmanship  to  the  end. 

Oct.  8  found  a  capacity  crowd  in  Sportsmans  Park,  anticipating  the 
opening  pitch  of  the  seventh  and  final  game  of  the  World  Series  between 
St.  Louis  and  the  New  York  Yankees.  Going  into  the  game  it  was  a  tie, 
three  games  apiece  for  each  team.  This  game  would  be  the  deciding  one. 

The  exuberant  cheers  of  the  crazed  mob  made  the  voice  of  Buz 
MacTaverish  in  the  P.  A.  booth  almost  inaudible,  as  he  announced  the 
day’s  lineups.  As  he  approached  the  end  of  the  Cardinals’  batting  order, 
a  death-like  silence  hung  over  the  now  quiet  crowd  as  they  expectantly 
awaited  Buz’s  answer  to  the  question  that  had  had  everyone  racking 
his  brains,  “Would  ‘Pop’  Hughson  pitch?” 

The  papers  had  been  full  of  rumors  and  predictions.  Now  people  all 
over  the  country  would  find  out  if  “Pop,”  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he 
would  be  forced  to  retire  at  the  end  of  the  season  because  of  a  heart 
condition,  wouM  attempt  to  capture  the  deciding  game  for  the  Cards. 

Buz  seemed  to  pause  deliberately,  weighing  his  words.  Then,  sudden¬ 
ly,  his  pent-up  emotions  gave  way  as  he  blurted  out  the  news  that  the 
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St.  Louis’  fans  were  waiting  for  and  the  Yankee  fans  were  dreading. 
“No.  39,  Hughson,  pitching.  ‘Pop’s’  pitchin’!” 

Pop  Hughson  was  pitching  his  last  major  league  game,  there  on  that 
ballfield,  against  the  New  York  Yankees.  As  the  news  came  over  the 
P.  A.  system,  the  Cardinal  fans  roared  their  approval,  and  then  everyone 
settled  back  to  witness  one  of  the  greatest  games  ever  played. 

Excitement  and  tension  rose  higher  and  higher  as  each  inning  passed, 
while  neither  side  scored.  In  the  last  of  the  eighth,  the  Cards  squeezed 
home  a  run  and  their  fans  were  riding  on  top  of  the  world.  But  the 
Yanks,  in  the  top  of  the  ninth,  broke  loose  and  filled  the  bases  with 
nobody  out.  Frantically,  the  St.  Louis’  fans  begged  Skeets  Harrigan, 
the  Cardinal  manager,  to  “get  ‘Pop’  out  of  there,”  but  Skeets  stubbornly 
refused  to  do  so,  knowing  it  would  break  the  old  pitcher’s  heart. 

He  walked  out  to  the  mound  to  settle  him  down,  as  he  had  done  so 
often  in  the  past  for  all  the  pitchers  on  his  ballclub,  young  and  old  alike. 
“Pop”  put  his  heart  and  soul  into  the  next  few  ptiches  and  gave  it 
everything  he  had.  Only  an  eye  witness  would  ever  believe  what  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  next  few  minutes  of  play.  With  courage  and  steadfastness 
that  won  everyone’s  heart,  “Pop”  Hughson  blazed  in  nine  straight 
strikes  to  retire  the  Yanks  for  good! 

The  mob  went  wild  in  proclaiming  its  hero!  Andrew  “Pop”  Hughson, 
the  old  sage  of  baseball,  had  won  the  game  and  made  the  St.  Louis  Cardi¬ 
nals  undisputed  World  Champions.  Those  delirious  people  did  not 
realize,  at  the  time,  that  “Pop”  had  sacrificed  his  life  for  the  honor  of 
St.  Louis.  He  died  that  night,  in  his  sleep,  from  a  heart  attack.  It  was 
a  quiet,  peaceful  death,  fitting  for  such  a  man.  It  was  right  that  he 
should  die  without  pain,  rather  be  put  gently  to  sleep. 

And  so,  one  of  baseball’s  most  colorful  and  best  loved  characters, 
Andrew  “Pop”  Hughson,  went  to  his  final  resting  place.  But  he  will 
be  remembered  in  the  hearts  of  everyone  who  heard  or  saw  that  famous 
game,  or  heard  the  story  of  “Pop’s”  last  fight.  I  hope  you  too  will 
remember  him,  for  it’s  that  kind  of  man  who  has  made  baseball  what  it 
is  today.
